Action Summary 

1 . The rejection of claims 1 3, 1 4 and 1 6-1 8 under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) over Caplan in 
view of Fischer et al. is being maintained for the reasons stated in the previous office. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claim 15 remains objected. As explained in the previous office action. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed January 26, 2005 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that the prior art reference of Caplan does not qualify as prior 
art because the instant application has priority back to March 23, 2000. Examiner 
disagrees, according the Bib Data sheet, the Palm System and the priority information 
in the specification the instant application claims priority as far back to application 
60/218,220 filed on July 14, 2000. The prior art reference of Caplan claims priority back 
to April 6, 2000.
